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PRESUMED  OR  CONFIRMED  NESTING  ATTEMPTS  BY  BLACK- 
HOODED  PARAKEETS  ( Nandayus  nenday ) IN  FLORIDA

The  monotypic  Black-hooded  Parakeet  ( Nandayus  nenday ) is  na- 
tive to  palm  groves,  scrublands,  and  agricultural  areas  in  the  central 
interior  of  South  America.  Naturalized  populations  have  developed  in 
California  and  Florida  as  a result  of  individuals  that  were  imported  for 
the  avicultural  trade  and  then  either  subsequently  escaped  or  were  re- 
leased (Pranty  and  Garrett  2003,  Pranty  and  Lovell  2004).  The  first  re- 
port of  Black-hooded  Parakeets  in  Florida  was  of  two  individuals  at 
Eckerd  College,  St.  Petersburg,  Pinellas  County,  in  1969  (D.  Goodwin 
pers.  comm.).  Since  1980,  parakeet  range  and  numbers  have  increased 
dramatically.  We  documented  a population  of  882  or  more  parakeets  in 
nine  peninsular  counties  from  December  2002  through  January  2004, 
and  showed  that  the  population  increase  approached  exponential  levels 
(Pranty  and  Lovell  2004).  In  2004,  the  Florida  Ornithological  Society 
Records  Committee  ratified  the  Black-hooded  Parakeet  as  an  estab- 
lished exotic,  and  added  the  species  to  its  official  Florida  list  (Bowman 
and  Greenlaw  2006).  Since  our  paper  was  published,  Black-hooded  Par- 
akeets have  continued  to  expand  their  range  along  the  central  Gulf 
coast.  Parakeets  have  recently  colonized  western  Hillsborough  County 
(Pranty  2009b,  c;  2010)  and  northwestern  Charlotte  County  (Pranty 
2009a,  b),  and  they  have  greatly  increased  their  range  and  numbers  in 
western  Pasco  County  (e.g.,  108  on  the  West  Pasco  CBC,  2 January 
2009;  NAS  2010).  Black-hooded  Parakeets  now  are  the  most  common 
psittacid  in  parts  of  the  Tampa  Bay  area  (Pranty  pers.  obs.). 
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Black-hooded  Parakeets  breed  and  roost  in  natural  cavities  or 
those  excavated  by  woodpeckers,  in  various  natural  or  artificial  sub- 
strates. Initial  drafts  of  our  manuscript  on  parakeet  range  and  abun- 
dance (Pranty  and  Lovell  2004)  included  a section  on  nesting 
observations.  Primarily  to  reduce  the  length  of  the  manuscript,  one  re- 
viewer recommended  that  we  remove  this  section,  and  we  complied. 
However,  because  the  data  that  we  had  compiled  represent  the  only  in- 
formation available  on  the  nesting  behavior  of  Black-hooded  Parakeets 
in  Florida,  we  present  our  data  here. 

Methods 

We  sought  to  compile  all  known  presumed  or  confirmed  nesting  observations  of 
Black-hooded  Parakeets  in  Florida.  Historical  information  came  from  the  original  field 
data  cards  of  the  Florida  Breeding  Bird  Atlas  project  (Kale  et  al.  1992),  from  Stevenson 
and  Anderson  (1994),  and  from  the  Florida  Region  reports  in  American  Birds.  To  supple- 
ment these  meager  data,  we  posted  requests  to  selected  birding  listservers  in  Florida 
during  2002  and  2009,  and  we  communicated  via  e-mail  with  several  birders  (see  ac- 
knowledgments). To  gather  nesting  data  of  Black-hooded  Parakeets  in  their  native 
range,  we  posted  a request  to  the  ORNITH-L  listserver,  and  this  post  was  forwarded  to 
the  NEOORN-L  listserver.  Black-hooded  Parakeets  roost  nightly  inside  cavities  year- 
round  (T.  Mossbarger  in  litt.,  K.  Tracey  pers.  comm.;  Pranty  pers.  obs.),  so  we  were  care- 
ful to  consider  as  active  nests  only  those  cavities  that  were  occupied  during  mid-day. 
Many  cavities  were  occupied  on  multiple  occasions — several  for  weeks  at  a time  (Table 
1) — which  strengthens  our  confidence  that  these  cavities  represented  active  parakeet 
nests  rather  than  observations  of  parakeets  prospecting  potential  nest  sites. 

Results 

We  compiled  71  reports  of  presumed  or  confirmed  nesting  attempts 
by  Black-hooded  Parakeets  in  Florida  since  the  1980s  (Table  1).  All  but 
one  of  these  observations  represent  active  nests;  the  single  exception 
involved  adults  feeding  juveniles.  Most  observations  occurred  during 
2000-2002  and  2009,  which  represented  the  periods  when  we  were  ac- 
tively gathering  data  on  the  parakeet.  Dates  of  active  nests  range  from 
28  October  to  23  July,  with  most  nests  (30  of  45  nests  with  dates;  66%) 
active  in  April,  May,  or  June  (Table  1).  Active  nests  have  been  observed 
in  11  counties  in  Florida  (Table  1),  with  recent  activity  observed  in  all 
but  Bay,  Lee,  and  Polk  counties.  Pinellas  County,  which  contains  by  far 
the  largest  number  of  Black-hooded  Parakeets  (Pranty  and  Lovell 
2004),  accounted  for  33  nesting  reports,  followed  by  nine  in  Broward 
County,  seven  each  in  Pasco  and  Sarasota  counties,  and  lesser  numbers 
in  four  other  counties  (Table  1).  Some  cavities,  primarily  those  in  util- 
ity poles,  were  used  for  two  or  more  years;  one  cavity  in  Sarasota 
County  was  occupied  for  six  consecutive  years  (Table  1).  One  palm  snag 
in  Broward  County  that  supported  an  active  parakeet  nest  in  2002  was 
bulldozed  for  the  construction  of  a parking  lot  (Pranty  and  Epps  2002, 
S.  Epps  in  litt.).

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Substrates  are  known  for  61  presumed  or  confirmed  nests  in  Flor- 
ida: 34  (55%)  in  palm  snags,  24  (40%)  in  wooden  utility  poles,  two  (3%) 
in  slash  pine  (. Pinus  elliottii)  snags,  and  one  (1%)  in  an  active  Monk 
Parakeet  ( Myiopsitta  monachus)  nest  (Table  1).  Four  species  of  palms 
have  served  as  nesting  substrates:  Mexican  fan  palm  ( Washingtonia 
robusta;  n ~ 13),  Cuban  royal  palm  (. Roystonea  regia  elata ; n = 7),  cab- 
bage palm  ( Sabal  palmetto ; n = 4),  and  Chinese  fan  palm  ( Liuistona 
chinensis ; n = 1),  along  with  palms  not  identified  to  species  (n  = 9).  Cab- 
bage palms  are  native  to  Florida,  while  the  other  palms  have  been  im- 
ported for  landscaping. 

Discussion 

Information  about  the  nesting  biology  of  Black-hooded  Parakeets 
in  their  native  range  is  limited.  The  only  such  observations  known  to 
Forshaw  (1977),  del  Hoyo  et  al.  (1997),  and  Juniper  and  Parr  (1998) 
were  by  Naumburg  (1930),  who  reported  that  Black-hooded  Parakeets 
nested  in  corral  posts  in  the  state  of  Mato  Grosso,  Brazil,  during  the 
latter  half  of  November.  Clutch  size  (four  eggs)  was  known  from  a sin- 
gle nest!  During  the  1990s,  Tony  Pittman  (in  litt.)  found  “many”  Black- 
hooded  Parakeet  nests  in  Brazil  that  were  built  in  palm  snags  and 
fence  posts.  Christina  Morales  (in  litt.)  studied  Black-hooded  Para- 
keets at  Bajo  Chaco,  Paraguay,  between  September  1995  and  January 
1996.  She  found  32  nests:  31  in  snags  of  caranday  palms  ( Copernicia 
alba)  and  one  in  a snag  of  a yellow  tabebuia  ( Tabebuia  caraiba ).  Clutch 
size  varied  from  one  egg  to  seven  eggs,  with  a mean  of  four  eggs  (C.  Mo- 
rales in  litt.).  Breeding  success  across  all  nests  was  0.7  fledglings  per 
nest.  During  her  study,  parakeets  were  single-brooded  but  laid  replace- 
ment clutches  if  the  first  attempt  failed  (C.  Morales  in  litt.). 

Although  nesting  activity  in  Florida  takes  place  primarily  during 
spring  and  summer  (April-June),  Black-hooded  Parakeets  appear  to 
have  an  extended  breeding  season  in  the  state.  Active  nests  have  been 
observed  in  all  months  except  August  and  September  (Table  1).  The 
two  egg-dates  available  are  sometime  in  February  (2000)  and  7 June 
(1989).  In  some  cases,  parakeets  defended  cavities  for  several  weeks 
before  incubation  appeared  to  begin.  Nesting  substrates  in  Florida  are 
similar  to  those  observed  in  Brazil  (Naumburg  1930,  T.  Pittman  in  litt.) 
and  Paraguay  (C.  Morales  in  litt.). 

Interactions  between  Black-hooded  Parakeets  and  three  other  bird 
species  have  been  observed  in  Florida.  Parakeets  successfully  defended 
a nest  cavity  in  Manatee  County  from  European  Starlings  ( Sturnus 
vulgaris)  in  July  2002  (W.  Stinehelfer  in  litt.),  and  were  seen  “fighting 
starlings”  over  a potential  cavity  in  Broward  County  (G.  Cashin  fide  S. 
Epps  in  litt.).  Competition  over  cavities  between  Black-hooded  Para- 
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keets  and  Pileated  Woodpeckers  ( Dryocopus  pileatus)  has  been  noted  in 
Pinellas  County  (D.  Margeson  in  Robbins  et  al.  2006,  J.  Fisher  in  litt.) 
and  in  Sarasota  County  (A.  Bishop  in  litt.,  T.  Mossbarger  in  litt.). 
Sometimes  the  parakeets  were  successful  in  defending  the  cavities 
from  woodpeckers,  while  at  other  times  the  woodpeckers  repelled  the 
parakeets.  Not  related  to  nesting  activity  was  an  American  Kestrel 
C Falco  sparverius ) that  repeatedly  dove  on  a Black-hooded  Parakeet, 
which  then  flew  up  and  chased  the  kestrel,  at  Fort  De  Soto  Park,  Pinel- 
las County,  on  11  March  2003  (I.  Hernandez  in  litt.).  A cavity  in  a util- 
ity pole  in  Pasco  County  used  as  a parakeet  nest  from  April  to  June 
2009  (Table  1)  contained  an  abandoned  honeybee  (Apis  mellifera ) hon- 
eycomb on  14  November  2009  (Pranty  photograph).  This  honeycomb 
had  been  removed  by  April  2010,  when  a pair  of  Black-hooded  Para- 
keets again  occupied  the  cavity  (Table  1).  Honeybees  also  temporarily 
usurped  a utility-pole  cavity  in  Pasco  County  during  September-Octo- 
ber  2009  that  was  occupied  by  Sun  Parakeets  (Aratinga  solstitialis; 
Pranty  and  Lovell  2011).  Given  their  reliance  on  suburban  and  urban 
areas,  and  considering  the  few,  minor  interactions  noted  here,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  impacts  of  Black-hooded  Parakeets  in  Florida  to  native 
species  and  habitats  are  negligible. 
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NOTES 

WHITE  IBIS  ( Eudocimus  albus ) FEEDING  ON  BIVALVES  IN 
SOUTHWEST  FLORIDA

White  Ibis  ( Eudocimus  albus ) feed  mainly  on  aquatic  crustaceans  and  insects  (Kush- 
lan  and  Kushlan  1975,  Nesbitt  et  al.  1975,  Kushlan  1979,  Bildstein  1983).  But  they  are 
opportunistic  feeders,  and  the  range  of  prey  items  is  broad:  in  the  most  recent  survey  of 
the  literature,  Heath  et  al.  (2009)  note  instances  in  which  they  have  taken  “polychaetes, 
snails,  frogs,  lizards,  young  snakes,  and  small  fish,”  as  well  as  cockroaches  and  earth- 
worms. Despite  this  latitude,  there  are  few  published  reports  of  White  Ibis  feeding  on  an 
entire  class  of  common  aquatic  invertebrates,  the  bivalves.  The  only  ones  I have  found 
are  Nellis  (2001)  and  Yoder  (2010),  who  briefly  reported  instances  of  feeding  on  coquina 
{Dona: e variabilis),  a small  clam  locally  abundant  in  sandy  saltwater  shallows  from  Vir- 
ginia to  the  Caribbean.  On  the  other  hand,  Kaplan  (1999)  described  White  Ibis  feeding 
on  small  fish  and  crabs  while  ignoring  beds  of  coquina  within  easy  reach.  The  literature, 
and  my  own  observations  over  four  decades,  incline  me  to  think  that  White  Ibis  feed  on 
coquina  only  rarely.  Here  I recount  my  sole  observation  of  this  behavior. 

For  the  last  37  years  I have  been  censusing  a 10-km  transect  of  beach  along  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  at  Naples,  Florida,  centered  at  26°06’55”  N,  81°48T6”  W.  Censuses  (n  = 968  as  of 
this  writing)  are  done  by  one  observer  starting  in  the  north  and  working  south,  stopping 
where  street-end  parking  allows  access  to  the  beach  and  walking  when  necessary  to 
record  coastal  waterbirds.  A few  White  Ibis  were  recorded  inl976,  77,  and  80  (x  = 17), 
then  none  for  20  years,  followed  by  a few  from  2001  to  2004  (x  = 7.5)  and  increasing  in 
2005-2010  (x  = 155).  The  largest  numbers  were  recorded  in  2007-08  (x  = 250),  during  the 
severe  inland  dry-down  at  Corkscrew  Swamp  Sanctuary  32  km  inland  to  the  northeast. 

On  31  October  2010,  while  censusing  the  southern  end  of  the  transect,  I saw  27 
White  Ibis  feeding  in  a manner  I had  never  seen  before.  The  ibis  were  in  a compact 
group  moving  slowly  back  and  forth  near  low  surf  (30  cm).  They  fed  in  cloudy  water  that 
reached  as  high  as  their  bellies,  and  also  on  exposed  wet  sand  composed  primarily  of 
quartz,  carbonate,  and  shell  fragments  characteristic  of  the  southwest  Florida  coastline. 
They  seemed  to  be  probing  in  patches  of  shell  hash  more  than  pure  sand.  Often  individ- 
uals would  completely  submerge  the  head,  draw  back  in  a few  seconds  with  a backward 
jerk,  raise  the  head  out  of  the  water,  then  with  a quick  thrust  of  the  head  forward,  flick 
the  item  back  to  be  swallowed  (Fig.  1).  The  individual  food  items  were  small,  handled 
quickly,  and  seemed  similar  to  one  another.  I took  a photo,  shot  at  l/400th  of  a second, 
which  shows  a 2 cm  coquina  wedge  clam  (Fig.  2).  Feeding  in  these  conditions  could  only 
be  done  tactilely  and  it  should  take  very  sensitive  bills  to  do  so. 

On  these  beach  censuses  I have  recorded  five  other  bird  species  feeding  on  coquina: 
Black-bellied  Plover  ( Pluvialis  squatarola ),  Willet  (Tringa  semipalmata ; also  reported 
by  Kaplan  1999),  Ruddy  Turnstone  {Arenaria  interpres),  Sanderling  {Calidris  alba),  and 
Red  Knot  (C.  canutus ).  Ibises  may  feed  so  rarely  on  coquina  because  these  small  bi- 
valves provide  a smaller  nutritional  reward  for  the  amount  of  effort  expended  than  they 
do  for  smaller  birds.

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CORRECT  DATA  FOR  FLORIDA’S  FIRST  TWO  SPECIMENS  OF 
THICK-BILLED  MURRE  (Uria  lomvia )

The  19th  Report  of  the  FOS  Records  Committee  (Kratter  2010:159)  added  a specimen 
of  Thick-billed  Murre  ( Uria  lomvia ) from  Brevard  County  and  reviewed  Florida’s  two 
previous  specimens.  The  first  was  asserted  to  have  been  “from  Martin  Co.,  6 December 
1992”  citing  Robertson  and  Woolfenden  (1992)  and  a previous  Records  Committee’s  Re- 
port (Bowman  2000).  The  other,  newly  “discovered”  by  Bill  Pranty,  was  asserted  to  have 
been  “found  by  Jack  Hailman  on  29  January  1999  on  Jupiter  Island,  5 mi.  north  of  Jupi- 
ter Inlet”  cited  as  being  in  Palm  Beach  County  but  at  a locale  that  is  actually  well  into 
Martin  County.  These  locality  statements  are  erroneous  for  both  specimens,  neither  of 
which  comes  from  Martin  County,  and  the  date  of  the  second  one  is  wrong  by  almost  a 
year.  Furthermore,  the  extant  specimen  tags  on  both  birds  also  contain  errors.  Both  spec- 
imens are  in  the  collection  at  Archbold  Biological  Station,  where  I re-examined  them  on 
12  January  2011  and  photographed  their  tags.  I here  try  to  resolve  the  confusion. 

The  1992  Bird  (Gew  Specimen  5871,  Fosrc  File  00-419) 

This  bird  was  first  reported  by  Julia  Stutevoss,  Ken  Christensen,  and  Rebecca  Elliott 
with  a photograph  by  Christensen  as  “found  injured  on  Hobe  Sound  Highway  Palm 
Beach,  Dec.  6”  (West  and  Warner  1993:251-252,  italics  in  the  original).  According  to  R. 
Elliott  (pers.  com.),  Stutevoss  found  the  bird  on  the  beach  and  took  it  to  the  Treasure 
Coast  Wildlife  Hospital,  which  at  that  time  was  located  in  Hobe  Sound  (Martin  County). 
Then-director  Christensen  phoned  Elliott  with  the  request  that  she  identify  the  species, 
and  those  two  cared  for  the  bird  until  it  died  on  29  December. 

The  late  Howard  P.  Langridge  (1923-2004)  learned  of  the  bird  while  it  was  still  alive, 
photographed  it,  and  had  the  carcass  given  to  Glen  E.  Woolfenden  (1930-2007)  for  the 
collection  at  Archbold  Biological  Station.  Their  published  report  in  Florida  Field  Natu- 
ralist repeated  the  history  including  the  road  cited  as  “Hobe  Sound  Highway”  (Lan- 
gridge and  Woolfenden  1998a).  Langridge’s  photograph  was  inadvertently  omitted  by 
the  editor  in  the  published  report  so  the  entire  report  was  republished  with  the  photo- 
graph in  a subsequent  issue  (Langridge  and  Woolfenden  1998b).  The  specimen  tag  in 
Woolfenden’s  distinctive  handwriting  reads  “coll.  Julia  Stutevoss”  and  “don.  H.P.  Lan- 
gridge.” 

The  locality  data  reported  for  this  specimen  are  varied  and  confusing.  Woolfenden’s 
specimen  tag  reads  “FL,  Martin  Co.,  Hobe  Sound  (Sandridge  Ave.).”  The  record  reported 
in  (West  and  Warner  1993),  the  article  by  Langridge  and  Woolfenden  (1998a,  b)  and 
Bowman’s  (2000)  Committee  report  all  read  “Hobe  Sound  Highway,  Palm  Beach  Co.” 
whereas  Kratter’s  (2010)  subsequent  Committee  report  reads  “from  Martin  Co.”  All  of 
these  are  erroneous  or  ambiguous.  Sandridge  Ave.  is  in  a residential  area  in  the  middle 
of  the  town  of  Hobe  Sound  (which  is  not  on  the  Atlantic  coast)  and  may  have  been  the 
home  of  Stutevoss.  There  is  no  such  road  as  “Hobe  Sound  Highway,”  and  insofar  as  I can 
determine  no  road  by  that  name  existed  at  the  time  the  bird  was  found. 

Fortunately,  subsequent  to  finding  the  second  specimen  (below),  I had  questioned 
Woolfenden  in  person  concerning  the  ambiguous  locality  of  this  first  murre.  He  told  me 
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that  Langridge  explained  to  him  that  the  bird  was  found  on  Jupiter  Island  north  of  Ju- 
piter Inlet  “definitely  in  Palm  Beach  County,5’  The  only  north-south  highway  on  the  bar- 
rier beach  island  Is  called  Beach  Road,  which  today  bears  the  designation  CR  707  and  at 
one  time  was  SR  A1A.  Beach  Road  comes  onto  the  island  about  0.5  mi  north  of  Jupiter 
Inlet  and  enters  Martin  County  about  1.5  mi  north  of  the  Inlet.  Therefore,  the  locality 
can  be  stated  as  Palm  Beach  County,  about  1 mi  north  of  Jupiter  Inlet  (approximately 
26°57’49.2”  N,  80°4’4L75  W). 

The  1999  Bird  (Abs  Specimen  1388,  Fosrc  File  09-719) 

Both  the  date  (29  January  1999)  and  locality  (5  mi  north  of  Jupiter  Inlet)  given  by 
the  Records  Committee  report  (Kratter  2010)  are  in  error.  On  the  date  quoted,  I was  in 
Wisconsin.  I moved  permanently  to  Florida  during  the  first  half  of  November  in  1999. 
As  my  field  notes  reveal,  I found  the  dead  murre  washed  up  on  the  beach  on  the  29th  of 
that  month,  and  put  it  in  my  freezer  at  home.  I subsequently  brought  the  carcass  to 
Archbold  Biological  Station  and  gave  it  to  Woolfenden  with  a written  label.  He  advised 
me  not  to  bother  publishing  this  record  as  he  had  recently  published  on  the  state’s  first 
specimen,  but  he  would  tell  the  Records  Committee  of  the  new  specimen.  Apparently 
that  never  happened  as  the  Committee’s  report  states  that  the  specimen  was  “discov- 
ered” by  Bill  Pranty. 

My  original  label  has  not  been  preserved.  The  prepared  study  skin  bears  a small  tag 
apparently  in  Woolfenden’s  writing  that  provides  the  specimen  number,  an  identifica- 
tion originally  written  as  Uria  aalge  and  changed  to  U.  lomvia , and  the  correct  date  of 
“29  Nov  1999.”  This  tag  was  apparently  attached  to  the  carcass.  The  frozen  specimen 
was  prepared  as  a study  skin  at  some  unspecified  later  date  by  T.  P.  Gnoske,  as  given  on 
a label  of  the  Field  Museum  of  Natural  History  (Chicago).  This  label  also  gives  the  cor- 
rect date  so  the  origin  of  the  Records  Committee’s  erroneous  month  is  unresolved. 

The  Gnoske  label  is,  however,  the  Records  Committee’s  source  of  the  locality  error, 
which  is  given  on  the  tag  as  “Florida:  Palm  Beach  Co.;  Jupiter  Island,  5 mi  N Jupiter  In- 
let.” Only  the  distance  is  wrong,  as  that  would  be  in  Martin  County.  In  fact,  I found  the 
bird  on  the  beach  of  Jupiter  Inlet  Colony  a short  distance  north  of  the  Inlet.  Perhaps  my 
now-lost  label  might  have  read  “about  50  m”  (i.e.,  meters)  north  of  the  Inlet  and  that 
was  mistaken  by  Gnoske  as  5.0  mi.  In  sum,  the  correct  data  for  the  second  specimen  are 
29  November  1999,  about  50  m north  of  Jupiter  Inlet,  Palm  Beach  County  (approxi- 
mately 26°56’42.8”  N,  80°4’16.1”  W). 

Ironically,  neither  of  the  first  two  Florida  specimens  of  Thick-billed  Murre  is  actually 
from  Martin  County,  but  rather  both  come  from  Palm  Beach  County  within  a mile  of  one 
another  and  7 yr  apart  almost  to  the  day.  The  erroneous  date  and  places  corrected  here 
serve  to  show  how  easily  scientific  data  can  be  corrupted  and  how  fragile  facts  are.  If  I 
were  not  still  living  a dozen  years  after  the  age  my  father  died,  and  if  I had  not  read  the 
Records  Committee’s  most  recent  report,  the  errors  in  it  might  never  have  been  cor- 
rected.

The  Princeton  Field  Guide  to  Dinosaurs,  by  Gregory  S.  Paul.  2010.  Princeton  Univer- 
sity Press,  Princeton,  New  Jersey.  ISBN-13  978-0-691-13720-9.  $35  hardcover.  320  pages. 

Have  some  dinosaurs  hanging  around  the  backyard  feeder  that  you  have  been  un- 
able to  identify?  Don’t  know  where  to  find  those  exotic  dinosaurs  that  you  want  to  add  to 
your  dino-watching  life  list?  Would  you  like  to  know  more  about  the  life  history  of  Tricer- 
atopsl  Brimming  with  line  drawings,  paintings,  and  colored  sketches,  the  Princeton 
Field  Guide  to  Dinosaurs  might  be  just  the  reference  you  need. 

Gregory  S.  Paul,  the  field  guide’s  author  and  illustrator,  brings  to  his  work  an  artist’s 
perspective  and  attention  to  detail,  and  has  influenced  countless  other  artists,  scien- 
tists, and  members  of  the  general  public.  Well  known  since  the  1970s  for  his  depictions 
of  dinosaurs  as  active,  warm-blooded  animals  and  of  certain  dinosaurs  with  feathers  be- 
fore the  discovery  of  feathered  non-avian  dinosaurs,  Paul  has  lent  his  skills  to  illustra- 
tions in  hundreds  of  scientific  papers,  books,  television  programs,  and  even  the  movie 
Jurassic  Park.  He  has  also  authored  several  popular  books  and  articles  on  a variety  of 
dinosaurian  topics. 

A result  of  seemingly  years  of  research  and  illustration,  the  Princeton  Field  Guide  to 
Dinosaurs  begins  with  a nearly  60-page  general  discussion  of  dinosaurian  paleontology, 
anatomy,  physiology,  behavior,  evolution,  and  the  origin  of  birds.  The  bulk  of  the  book  is 
then  devoted  to  accounts  of  over  700  species  for  which  adequate  skeletal  remains  exist; 
the  author  attempts  to  summarize  what  is  known  and  theorized  about  each  species’  an- 
atomical characteristics,  geological  formation  and  distribution,  size,  habitat,  and  habits. 

Regarding  early  avian  evolution,  Paul  hammers  home  the  now  widely  disseminated 
theropod-to-bird  theory  of  avian  evolution  (theropods  are  a group  of  bipedal  saurischian 
dinosaurs  which  includes  Tyrannosaurus  rex).  While  still  a very  contentious  topic,  the 
avian-origins  debate  has  settled  down  in  recent  years.  The  great  deal  of  evidence  avail- 
able is  suggestive  of  a dinosaurian  ancestry:  it  is  now  known  that  some  theropods  exhib- 
ited brooding  and  nest-building  behaviors  similar  to  those  of  birds  and  that  several 
possessed  feathers.  Many  researchers  now  refer  to  birds  and  their  flying  ancestors  as 
avian  dinosaurs  and  all  others  as  non-avian.  Though  evidence  has  mounted  in  favor  of 
the  theropod-to-bird  theory  it  is  still  very  difficult  to  completely  reject  the  opposing 
basal  (non-dinosaurian)  archosaur-to-bird  theory. 

A prominent  hypothesis  in  Paul’s  treatment  of  avian  evolution  is  the  idea  that  some 
dinosaurian  taxa  were  secondarily  flightless  descendants  of  the  first  birds.  The  author 
points  out  that  the  large  sternal  plates,  uncinate  processes  (rib  struts  that  strengthen 
the  rib  cage),  stiffened  tails,  and  other  adaptations  to  flight  seen  in  birds  are  also 
present  in  most  deinonychosaurs,  a group  of  theropods  that  includes  Oviraptor,  Tro- 
odont,  and  the  legendary  Velociraptor.  The  author  posits  that  due  to  the  presence  of 
these  traits,  this  group  may  have  evolved  from  a group  of  Archaeopteryx- like  proto-birds 
which  had  the  ability  to  fly.  Deinonychosaurs,  the  author  argues,  became  earthbound 
once  more  after  a few  millennia  and  to  become  a successful  dinosaurian  group.  This  is 
not  the  first  time  this  idea  has  been  disseminated  (see  Paul’s  Dinosaurs  of  the  Air,  2002, 
for  a thorough  treatise  of  the  subject),  but  it  is  certainly  not  very  well  known.  Flightless- 
ness has  evolved  countless  times  in  birds  (e.g.,  ratites,  penguins,  auks,  Dodo),  so  the  the- 
ory is  plausible,  however  the  theory  remains  largely  unsupported  by  the  fossil  record. 

A variety  of  other  recent  discoveries  and  conjectures  have  also  been  incorporated 
into  the  book.  The  plumage  coloration  for  Anchiornis  huxleyi,  (gray  or  black  with  white

bands  on  arm  and  leg  feathers  and  a reddish-brown  crest)  was  determined  last  year 
through  scanning  electron  microscopy  and  is  sketched  in  colored  pencil.  A new  (and 
slightly  controversial)  hypothesis  based  on  study  of  ceratopsian  skulls  considers  Toro- 
saurus  and  Nedoceratops  to  be  growth  stages  of  Triceratops  horridus,  and  is  illustrated 
through  a series  of  white-on-black  skeletal  reconstructions. 

While  a field  guide  to  dinosaurs  is  a fascinatingly  and  wonderfully  great  concept, 
this  text’s  formatting  did  not  meet  my  expectations.  Compared  to  many  field  guides  of 
extant  avian  dinosaurs,  sections  of  Paul’s  work  are  jumbled,  intermediate  taxonomic 
ranks  are  difficult  to  find,  and  it  is  often  difficult  to  match  illustrations  with  their  corre- 
sponding species  descriptions.  Since  the  Linnaean  system  of  classification  breaks  down 
when  describing  interrelated  groups  over  hundreds  of  millions  of  years,  some  system 
could  have  been  established  in  the  text  to  make  the  classification  more  manageable.  A 
few  errors  throughout  the  book,  such  as  inaccurate  citations  of  the  pages  on  which  illus- 
trations are  found,  and  the  crowded  feel  of  the  text,  lead  one  to  believe  that  it  was 
rushed  to  the  printer  or  was  constrained  by  a page  limit. 

Most  of  the  illustrations  are  exquisite  prints  of  paintings  or  highly  detailed  black- 
and-white  skeletal  figures,  but  others  are  not  of  a quality  one  would  expect  from  the  au- 
thor/illustrator. The  guide  includes  colored  pencil  sketches  and  many  of  these  have  been 
blown  up  to  a size  resulting  in  low-resolution  images. 

The  target  audience  for  this  piece  is  hard  to  place.  The  field  guide  is  slightly  too  tech- 
nical and  hard  to  follow  for  the  average  lay  person  and  a little  too  simplified  for  all  but 
the  most  amateur  of  paleontologists.  I believe  that  it  is  intended  for  use  by  those  mem- 
bers of  the  general  public  with  a budding  interest  in  dinosaurs.  The  guide’s  illustrations 
are  a wonderful  addition  to  one’s  understanding  of  dinosaurs,  but  I do  not  recommend 
the  Princeton  Field  Guide  to  Dinosaurs  as  an  introduction  to  dinosaur  diversity  simply 
because  the  supporting  information  is  so  difficult  to  follow. 

While  no  other  book  provides  detailed  species  level  accounts  of  this  many  dinosaurs, 
there  are  several  other  excellent  dinosaur  books  on  the  market.  Dinosaurs:  The  Most 
Complete,  Up-to-Date  Encyclopedia  for  Dinosaur  Lovers  of  All  Ages  by  Thomas  R.  Holtz, 
Jr.,  with  illustrations  by  Luis  V.  Rey,  is  slightly  older  (it  came  out  in  2007),  but  it  is  very 
well  organized  and  illustrated.  Dinosaurs  is  decidedly  written  for  a general  audience 
and  I found  it  to  be  more  accessible  than  the  Princeton  Field  Guide  to  Dinosaurs. 

Despite  some  flaws,  the  Princeton  Field  Guide  to  Dinosaurs  is  a great  book  and  is 
still  one  of  the  most  comprehensive  pieces  of  dinosaur  literature  available  to  general  au- 
diences in  recent  memory.  For  only  $35,  the  work  is  of  great  value.  I recommend  a read 
of  the  Princeton  Field  Guide  to  Dinosaurs  to  anyone  who  has  a passion  for  non-avian  di- 
nosaurs and  the  budding  paleontologist  in  your  family.

Winter  Report:  December  2010-February  2011. — This  report  consists  of  signifi- 
cant bird  observations  compiled  by  the  Field  Observations  Committee  (FOC).  Electronic 
submissions  to  the  FOC  should  be  in  the  following  format:  species,  number  of  individu- 
als, age  and  sex  of  the  bird(s),  color  morph  if  applicable,  location  (including  county), 
date,  observer(s),  and  significance.  Seasons  are  winter  (December-February),  spring 
(March-May),  summer  (June-July),  and  fall  ( August-No vember).  Submit  observations  to 
regional  compilers  within  two  weeks  after  the  close  of  each  season,  or  to  the  state  com- 
piler within  one  month.  Addresses  of  the  compilers  follow  this  report. 

Sight-only  observations  are  considered  “reports”  while  only  those  supported  by  verifi- 
able evidence  (photographs,  video  or  audio  recordings,  or  specimens)  are  called 
“records.”  Species  for  which  documentation  is  required  by  the  FOS  Records  Committee 
(FOSRC;  <www.fosbirds.org/RecordsCommittee/OfficialStateList.aspx>)  are  marked 
here  with  an  asterisk  (*);  we  exclude  reports  of  these  species  when  submitted  without 
details.  A county  designation  (in  italics)  accompanies  the  first-time  listing  of  each  site  in 
this  report.  Abbreviations  in  this  report  are:  AFB  = Air  Force  Base,  AFR  = Air  Force 
Range,  CBC  - Christmas  Bird  Count,  EOS  = end  of  season,  nmi  = nautical  miles,  NP  = 
National  Park,  NS  = National  Seashore,  NSRA  = North  Shore  Restoration  Area,  NWR  = 
National  Wildlife  Refuge,  PSGHA  = Public  Small  Game  Hunting  Area,  SF  = State  For- 
est, SP  = State  Park,  STA  ~ Stormwater  Treatment  Area,  STF  - sewage  treatment  facil- 
ity, WMA  = Wildlife  Management  Area,  and  N,  S,  E,  W etc.,  for  compass  directions.  Bold- 
faced entries  denote  birds  newly  reported  or  verified  in  Florida,  or  record  numbers. 

Summary  of  the  Winter  Season 

The  season  will  be  remembered  for  its  bitter  cold  in  December  and  January.  Dozens 
of  low  temperature  records  were  set  or  tied  throughout  Florida,  primarily  during  De- 
cember, including  18°F  at  Tallahassee  (28  Dec),  20°F  at  Jacksonville  (14  Dec),  21°F  at 
Gainesville  (28  Dec),  31°F  at  Sarasota  (15  Dec),  40°F  at  Fort  Lauderdale  (7  Dec),  39°F  at 
Naples  (7-8  Dec),  and  46°F  at  Key  West  (15  Dec).  The  weather  was  perhaps  responsible 
for  excellent  showings  peninsula-wide  of  ducks,  especially  Aythya  species  and  Buffle- 
heads;  sparrows;  Rusty  Blackbirds;  and  Pine  Siskins.  Numbers  of  Golden-crowned 
Kinglets  and  American  Robins  were  notable  but  not  dramatically  so,  while  Cedar  Wax- 
wing were  rather  scarce.  Several  early  migrant  (and  wintering?)  Barn  Swallows  were 
noted  in  the  peninsula 

There  were  24  FOSRC  rarities  reported  this  season,  among  these  a Masked  Duck  in 
Jefferson  County,  Florida’s  first  Kelp  Gull  in  Pasco  County,  the  continent’s  first  Greater 
Ani  (perhaps  a natural  vagrant)  at  Key  Biscayne,  the  peninsula’s  first  Broad-billed 
Hummingbird  in  Seminole  County,  Mountain  Bluebird  at  Dry  Tortugas  NP,  Hooded  Ori- 
ole in  Walton  County,  and  Florida’s  first  recorded  Common  Redpoll  at  Vero  Beach.  New 
exotics  were  Chiloe  Wigeons  at  Bradenton,  Gray  Crowned  Crane  in  Alachua  County, 
and  Blue  Waxbill  at  Tallahassee.  This  report  contains  about  40  of  the  most  significant 
CBC  observations  courtesy  of  Bruce  Anderson.
